Decisions 
More in Consideration of 
Present Conditions Than 
on Precedents, Candidate 
Tells City Club. 


Gov. Thomas R. Marshall of Indiana, 
Democratic candidate for Vice-Presi- 
dent, in an address at the City Club, 
Wednesday, said that until the courts 
quit reasoning from the basis of an- 
clent precedents and begin d@tciding 
questions with modern cor stions in 
mind, there will be popular clamor 
against the judiciary. 

“The Court turned itself into the Con- 
gress of the United States,’ he said, 


“when it wrote the word ‘unreasonable’ 
into decisions regarding restraint of 
trade, in the recent suits to dissolve 
certain big combinations. 

“As a result of those decisions, the 
trust magantes might well sing: ‘Hal- 
lelujah, thine the glory! Dissolve us 
again!’ The Supreme Court of Indiana 
has enjoined me from enforcing a cer- 
tain law. The injunction is as idle as ‘a 
painted ship upon a painted ocean,’ but 
I must obey it. 

Too Many Decisions on Precedents. 

“Too many of our judicial decisions 
are based on precedents that have come 
down from the fifteenth and sixteenth 
centuries or have been evolved from 
conditions of that long ago. 

"The machinery of justice, according-. 
Ty, is clogged, and, as a result, we have 
more judicial vermin than fudicial er- 
mine. The courts are far behind the 
times in their methods of reasoning. 

“The fellow servant theory has been | 
written into our laws. It is a relic of 
a long-forgotten past. A butcher sent 
two men out to work for him. One of 
them injured the other. When the in- 
jured man appealed to the butcher for 
redress it was argued that the offense 





by a fellow servant of the plaintiff. 

“Employers of today, however, are 
quick to avail themselves of the fellow 
Fervant theory. If a railroad man sues 
for damages as a rosult of injuries suf- 
fered in service, the railroad tries. to 
tay the blame for the injuries on a tele- 
fraph operator who was hundreds of 
miles away at the time of the accident. 
All such evils are due to the failure of 
our courts to reasoi from the basis of 
modern conditions.”’ 

Wet Reriecting on Honesty. 

_ Gov. Marshall said his remarks should 
not be construed as reflections on the 
honesty of the judiciary. There are more 
honest judges than honest lawyers, he 
said, and more honest lawyers in pro- 
portion than honest laymen. He de- 
clared he was protesting merely against 
the courts’ action in holding to the old 
and worn-out viewpoints of other ages. 
The Governor criticised Roosevelt and 
the Roosevelt poligies. 

“President Roosevelt walked into the 
halls of Congress with the Big Stick and 
drove your Congressmen around as if 
they were his personal chattels instead 
of representatives of the people,” he 
said

Fred Koenig, 65, Leaves Letter 
Saying Since Her Death in 
June Life Was Unbearable.

PLANS HIS END FOR DAYS 





Gets Prices, Leaves Money for 
Undertaker—Asks That Teeth 
Be Buried With Him. 


Carefully planning his death for days 
in advance, Fred Koenig, 65 years old, 
made arrangements with an undertaking 
firm for the burial of a man who, he 
told the proprietor, was very ill. In 
this way he learned what amount would 
be needed to cover the expenses of a 
purial, and provided the money to meet 
those expenses. : 

Koenig swallowed carbolic acid 
Wednesday morning at his home, 6021 
South Sixteenth street, and died at 9:35 
a. m. at the city hospital. 

Beside his unconscious form, when he 
was found in his home, were the false 
teeth which had belonged to his wife. 
She died last June. A note asked that 
these teeth, and the ashes of his wife, 
be buried with Koenig in the new St. 
Marcus Cemetery; also her picture, his 
eyeglasses and his citizenship papers. 

Letter Tells of His Planning. 

A letter addressed to the police told 
of the arrangements made with the un- 
dertakers, and a letter to Koenig’s 
‘daughter-in-law contained the prices 
quoted to him by the firm for the va- 
rious services connected with a funeral 
of moderate cost. 

“IT went to Ziegenhein Bros.,’’ the let- 
ter to the police said, ‘‘and told them Il 
had a friend who was very sick and 
would soon die, and asked them their 
prices for handling, the funeral. 1 
didn't give them the rlent address, for 
fear they would make inqutries.’’ 

In the letter to his daughter-in-law 
Mrs. Mamie Koenig of 2107 Bissell 
street, the schedule of prices was found. 
It was on the back of a card of the 
undertaking firm, and was: Hearse, 
$12; grave, $12; embalming, $10; three 
carriages, $18. Total, $52. 

He left a check for $54, made out to 
the undertaking firm. His bank book, 
showing a $75 credit, also was left in 
u conspicuous place. 

With His Wife for 44 Years, 

The note to Mrs. Koenig and the po- 
lice, and a third note addressed to the 
Coroner, also contained pathetic expres- 
sions of grief over his wife’s death, and 
of his determination not to live longer 
without her. All the notes were in Ger- 
man. 

‘‘We have been together 44 years in 
joy and sorrow,’ he wrote, ‘‘a contin- 
uous chain of love. Since June 2% (the 
day of his bereavement) I have been 
lonely, I sleep but little, I feel that my 
senses are leaving me; therefore, I seek 
death. God and humanity will forgive 
me. I can live no longer without her. 
I wish everybody joy and happiness in 
this world.”

Virtually disinheriting his wife, Rol- 
and L. Johnston, former Prosecuting At- 
Louis County, in a will 
Grawn April 23 last, left the bulk: of 
his estate to his stenographer, Miss 
Mildred Kurtenacker, and made her the 
beneficiary of his life insurance policies 
aggregating $4000. 

This was brought out for the first 
time Wednesday at thé second hearing 
as to Johnston’s mental condition before 
Probate Judge Shachleford at Clayton. 

After the will had been read in cdurt 
Johnston, who was on the witness stand, 
was asked why he willed his property 


to Miss Kurtenacker. 

“I just saw fit to give it to her,” 
he replied. 

Johnston's attorney, Frank X. Hie- 
menz, objected to the introduction of 
the will, but the Judge ruled that it 
was admissible as a test of Johnston's 
memory.” When asked if he remem- 
bered making the will Johnston re- 
plied that he did, 

The will was witnessed by Alvin J. 
Plack and Miss Rickerby, stenogra- 
pher for Johnston's law partner, 
George B. Webster. 

Under the terms of the will .John- 
ston left $300 to his sister, Ada; $100 
to his brothers, Courtney and Pren- 
tice; $300 to his father, John John- 
ston, and a shotgun to Alvin J. Plack. 

Home Left to Wife. 

To his wife, May C. Johnston, he 
left the home and household furni- 
ture at Fern Glen and 29 acres of 
ground comprising their estate there. 
There was a prowision that if Mrs. 
Johnston refused to accept this be- 
quest she was to get nothing and her 
share was to revert to the estate. 

To his son, on his reaching legal age, 
he bequeathed $2000 and a shotgun. 

The remainder of |the estate, including 
all of Johnston's \ife insurance and 
lodge benefits, were left to Miss Kurte- 
nacker, and she was made executor an@ 
administrator. 

After the will was read Hiram N. 
Moore, of counsel for Mrs. Johnston, 
asked Johnston how much life insurance 
he carried. He said he had two endow- 
ment policies aggregating $4000. 

“Didn't you know as a lawyer that 
you could not bequeath those policies 
tc anyone else when your wife was the 
beneficiary?” asked Moore. 

“O, I had the name of the beneficiary 
changed about the time this will was 
made,’ said Johnston. 

During a court recess to await the 
bringing of books and records from 
Johnston's office, Mrs. Johnston entered 
the courtroom and motioned to her hus- 
band. He followed her into the corridor 
and they were in close conversation 
there for more than 15 minutes.

Wright anti Journey, in statements to 
reporters, have said they got the note 
in the course of regular business trans- 
actions, and that it came to them from 
a company interested in gas and oil 
matters. It bore the signatures, they 
said, of six wealthy men as indoreers, 
two of the men being Eastern oil mag- 
nates. 

Reports were circulated at the time, 
and were heard by Wright and Comer, 
that the note was one of five of equal 
amount, which were sent here to be ne- 
gotiated through banks. The note 
which Wright and Journey had, in turn, 


they got it. 

This concern, it appeared, while déal-' 
ing in the $10,000 notes of Eastern mil- 
lionaires, was unable to pay its month- 
ly rent, $150. 

Tells History of Note. 

Wright, who is manager of the Wright 
Building, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Wednesday of the cir¢umstances under 
which he had known of the $10,000 note. 

‘In 1908,” said Wright, “the Tilinois- 
Missouri Development and Publishing 
Co. occupied a suite of offices in the 
Wright Building. Claude H. Wetmore 
was president and C. A. Cale secretary. 

‘The company’s business, I was told, 
was to acquire and develop oil and gas 
leases, and its operations were chiefly 
in the field around Collinsville, Il. 


“The company had not much cash, 
and its rent was never paid. When I 
insisted on the rent, a note for $10,000 
was turned over to me, with the sug- 
gestion that I could, perhaps, get it dis- 
counted to a better advantage than the 
officers of the company could. 

 Preminent Names on Note, 

“The six sighatures on the note were 
those of wealthy men, not St. Louisans. 
Two of them I recognized at the time as 
the names of men prominent in the 
Standard Oil Co. I do not recall the 
names now, and do not think I would 
remember them if I heard them again. 

“I took the note to a bank here, with 
the idea of seeing on what terms I 
could get it discounted. My only desire 
in the matter was to get what was due 
to mé, and then give the rest of the 
proceeds of the note to the company. 

“At the bank—I don't care to say 
which bank—I was told that I would 
better let the note alone. I did not 
understand that there was any doubt 
about the genufnéness of the note or 
any of the signatures. The only sug- 
gestion that was made to me was that 
it would be better to let the holders of 
the note discount it themselves.

Mrs. Lois Kinsey Marshall, wife of 
the Democratic candidate for the vice- 
presidency, in an interview with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter at the Hotel Jeffer- 
son Wednesday, stated that she had fer 
own ideas of what constituted society. 

“To my mind,’ said Mrs. Marshall, 
‘society is made up of cengenial spirits. 
And this without regard to wealth, 
dress or position. 

“Personally, I am very likely to find 
some cornhusker congenial. Of course I 
cannot speak for the Wilson girls, but I 
have met the three daughters of the 
candidate for President and I think their 
ideas about society fit in pretty well with 
mine. 

Will Take Her Own Ideas, 

“TIT do not know much about the Wash- 
ington society of today and am not 
ereatly interested, but I do know that if 
I go to Washington, I will take my own 
ideas of society along with me. I be- 
lieve the Wilson girls will do likewise. 

“I am opposed to extremes in dress 
and entertainment. I do not like a skirt 
that is too narrow and do not care much 
more for one that is too wide. Such 
dances as the turkey trot I would not 
tolerate. I am for moderation in al] 
things. 

“I think I'm a good mixer myself and, 
I like good mixers. I differ there some 
from my husband. He was not what 
you would call a good mixer. He likes 
to talk to old friends and acquaintances 
and he is disinclined to meet new ones. 
That’s one reason why I like to go on 
his campaign trips with him. I can sort 
of break the way when he has to meet 
new people and so help him. But of 
course if I were not his wife, no one 
would pay any attention to me. 

“If we go to Washington we will give 
only such affairs as come within the 
limits of my husband's salary. I think 
the people are getting away from the 
idea that the family of a high official 
must be socially magnificent and spend 
great sums of money for show. I know 
they have in Indiana.

“T have lately been much in the coun- 
try with my husband in his campaigning 
and I found the farmers’ wives con- 
genial, more so even than the women of 
the big cities. And I think they are 
more interested in politics and govern- 
ment. For instance now, what do the 
society women of St. Louis care about 
the candidate for Vice-President being 
in St. Louis today.- Most of them Go 
not know he is here. They have too 
many other things to occupy their at- 
tention. 

“But in the country everyone is in- 
terested when a big man in public 
comes to town. It is an event for the 
women as Well as the men. I am not 
a suffragist, but I think there is a more 
intelligent and promising field for the 
propagandists of that doctrine in the 
country than there is in the city.’ 

Mrs. Marshall read the Post-Dispatch 
interview with Cardinal Gibbons on suf- 
frage as an aid to divorce, and said:

Certainly I think suf- 
frage would be a cause for more con- 
tention in the home and so might tend 
to more divorces. 

“T am open to conviction on the suf- 
frage question, but no suffragist has yet 
made an argument to me that was con- 
vincing. - I think women are just as ca- 
pable of voting as men, but I believe 
their obligations lie in other directions. 


Suffrage Has Responsibilities, 
“It is not merely the casting of the 


ballot that is to be considered. We 
must also look at everything else that 
goes with it. Women would have to 
acquaint themselves with public affairs. 
If they take on this new duty, they 
will have to sacrifice many of their old 
ones. And if they did not give their 
time to intelligent study of politics what 
would there be gained by letting them 
have the ballot? 

‘As to Woman's Capability, I am not In 
any doubt. I have a woman friend in 
Indiana that I think is brighter than 
any man in the State. And shé is vio- 
lently opposed to suffrage.’ 2 

In the 17 years that they have been 
married, the Governor of Indiana and 


his wife have not once been separated | 


for 24 hours at a time. No matter what 
the political fates have iv store for her 
husband, Mrs. Marshall says, she is go- 
ing to try and continue this record until 
death breaks it.

Travilla Aids Party 
Controlling His Office 
ERSONALLY, I have al- 
ways contributed to the 
administration—the party 
in power,’’ said Street Commission- 
ér Travilla, in discussing the col- 
lection of money from employes 
of his department for the Repub- 
lican city campaign fund. “In the 
16 years that I have been in office 
I have contributed sometimes to the 
Republicans and sometimes to the 
Democrats. 1 contributed to the 
Ziegenhein administration” and I 
contributed to the Wells adminis- 
tration. I have contributed to the 
Kreilsmann administration and I 
will contribute to the Republican 
city campaign fund this fall.’’

Revelation of the methods by whieh 
employes of the Street Department have 


been virtually compelled to make do- 


nations to a campaign fund for the Re- 
publican City Committee, in the guise of 


‘“voluntary’’ contributions, has started 


explanations by officials at the city hall. 
Everybody connected with the assess- 
ment and collection of this fund appears 


to be trying to shift the responsibility 
to somebody else. Horace Beedle, Mayor 
Kreigsmann's secretary, by inference 
Wednesday tried to put thé blame upon 
hig political foe, John Schmoll, chajr- 
man of the City. Committee. 

Beedle is regarded as Kreismann’s po- 
litical representative. The Mayor is at 
bis apple farm at Yakima, Wash., on his 
iwenty-third vacation since he was elect- 
«d Mayor, He is expected back within 
the next two or three days. 

According to Beedle he heard of the 
collections in the Street Department sev- 
eral days ago and asked Commissioner 
‘lravilla abeut them. 

Meant to See the Mayor. 

“He told me he had just been looking 
into the matter,’ Beedle said, ‘‘and that 
hehad found they were being made. He 
told me he would take the matter up 
with Kreismann as soon as the Mayor 
returns and see what he thinks about 
“it 

“T advised him to tuke it up himself 
right away. I told him I was sure 
Kreismann would approve his action if 
be stopped the collections at once, as 
the administration could not afford to 
raise a campaign fund this way.” 

Puts Blame on Committee, 

“So far as I am concerned,” the sec- 
retary continued, “I think the blame 
for this should be placed upon the 
City Committee where it belongs. 
Some queer ideas have come out of the 
committee since John Schmoll has been 
chairman.’’ 

Beedle did not explain what connec- 
tion he thought Schmoll had with the 
assessments. 

In connection with the present inves- 
tigation it has been learned that about 
two months ago Travilla discharged a 
timekeeper for grafting upon laborers 
employed by the Street Department. 
This man was in the habit of borrow- 
ing quarters and half dollars from the 
workingmen and “forgetting” to pay it 
back. ' 

Complaint was made by a Jewish so- 
ciety, Travilla said. The timekeeper 
confessed and was discharged forthwith. 
The commissioner said that In spite of 
the fact that the man has a wife and 
six children and that the commission- 
er’s office has received many letters 
asking for reinstatement, the timekeep- 
er will not be re-employed by the de- 

t. 

Travilia declared this affair had noth- 
ing to do with campaign assessments. 
He refused to give the discharged em- 
ploye’s name. 

That a careful investigation of a graft 
charge in the Street Department was 
sade several months ago also became 
Known Wednesday. At that time some 
Syrians complained they had been com- 
pelled te give money to politicians to 
hold their jobs. Earl J. Howes, special

Upon the death of one employe whose 
family was in destitute circumstances 
$75 was appropriated for temporary re- 
lief. In another similar case $3) was 
set aside. For flowers at various fun- 
erals $116 had been expended. The pay- 
ment of the $510 campaign contribution 
leaves $100 in the treasury. 

Neville explained that no eontribu- 
tions for wedding presents are made 
from the fund. When an employe is 
married a separate collection is taken 
among his personal friends for such 
purposes, 

$510 for the Campaign. 
Collector Koeln said that all the men 
in his department voluntarily agreed to 
the 1 per cent assessment for this fund. 
He added that his employes authorized 
him to make the $510 political dona- 
tion. It has been a custom’te make 
such contributions for several years, he 
explained. 

The City Committee, he continued, 
expects each department to contrib- 
ute = amount equal to 10 per cent 
of the department’s annual payroll. 
This money is asked only of these 
who draw $75 a month or more. 
All of these collections are desig- 
nated “voluntary.” They are “volun- 
tary” in the sense that the money is 
not deducted from a recalcitrant em- 
ploye's wages.

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DECLARED 10 GIVE 
GHANCE FOR FRAUD 


S. H. Mulhall, Arrested - on 
Agent’s Charges, Then Re- 
leased, Explains System. 





How the public may be defrauded 
through the jewelry lotteries. conducted 
by means of “premium cards” in many 
Saloons and cigar stores, was explained 
Wednesday by 8S. H. Mulhall, a former 
solicitor for one of the prize-eard sys- 
tems, after he had been locked up all 
night on a charge of embezzlement and 
released with no charge against him. 

Mulhall, who says he is a cousin of 
Zach Mulhall, wild West showman, was 
arrested on complaint of B. A. Dunn 
of 4559 Bell avenue, an agent for one 
ot the prize-card systems. Dunn said 
Mulhall had failed to account for 14 
gold watches which he was to distribute 
with the cards for the lottery. 

Mulhall was arrested in a saloon at 
7701 Lucas avenue and taken to the La- 
clede Avenue Station. Dunn visited him 
at the station in the morning and a 
short time later the police announced 
that the charge had been dropped. 

Mulhall told a reporter he had ae- 
counted for every one’of the 14 watches, 
but that Dunn had lost the receipts. He 
declared Dunn owed him for placing 50 
of the premium cards at 75 cents each 
and nine weeks’ expenses at $6 a week. 

“tT haven't been employed by Dunn 
since Aug. 31," said Mulhall. “I quit 
placing the cards because I didn’t like 
the business.”’ 

He then explained that while Dunn's 
system was honest, as far as he knew, 
some of the lotteries are schemes in 
which purchasers of numbers have 
no chance to win. 

Each card contains a lot of numbers, 
concealed under the little gummed 
stickers or in covered holes which are 
punched out with a little plug. One 
of the numbers is good for a prize, 
usually a watch, but Mulhall declared 
the men who make up the cards know 
the exact location of each winning 
number and can win every prize if 
they choose to do so. 


which sold for 10 cents 
each,” he said. ‘In return for the total 
of $50, the company offered a watch 
which I know did not cost more than 
$4. If the men who made up the cards 
kept track of the winning nufiftbers and 
wanted to draw the prizes, they could 
get both the money and the watch.”’ 

Mulhall is 38 vears old and resides 
3938 Morgan street with his wife 
and their 13-year-old daughter. In 
the night a man who said he was 
Mulhall’s brother called the police re- 
peatedly by telephone and demanded 
to know why Mulhall was being held.

In this instance the Government 
charged “for two years the defendant 
concealed and denied its association 
with the Osborne company, and oper- 
ated the latter as an independent 
company. This was in pursuance of 
the defendant's policy, by denying 
- Ownership, to use controlled com- 
‘panies to break down competition 
and secure for themselves the benefit 
of public sentiment against combina- 
tions.” 

In connection with the other contracts 

the Government's contentions were sim- 
‘ilar. Wdwin P. Grosvenor, Special As- 
sistant Attorney-General, in introducing 
exhibits, ‘said: 
“The Osborne company was the larg- 
| ast independent manufacturer of har- 
vesting implements in 1902 in the United 
States at the formation of the trust. 

‘The harvester company, through Mr. 
| Perkins, acquired control in January, 
. 1998. This contract is signed by Mr. 
Perkins as chairman of the finance com- 
/ ywittee of the International Harvester 
' Co. The consideration paid was $4,500,- 
oy. The Government charges that the 
Gsborne company for several years 
thereafter was masqueraded as an “‘in- 
dependent” and widely advertised itself 
ae the largest independent company in 
the country and independent of any 
trust.

| FREIGHT 10 STOP 


AT STATE CAPITAL 


System Prevailing in Jefferson 
City Several Years Result of 
Railroad Competition. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 18.—The 
free delivery of freight by railroads in 
Jefferson City, which will be discon- 
tinued on Dec. 1, was a direct result of 
compstition between the Missouri, Kan- 
sas & Texas and the Missouri Pacific 
roads for business from competitive 
points. 

The system was inaugurated by the 
“Katy” to offset the disadvantage 
which it labored under from lying across 
the river from Jefferson City. Freight 
was unloaded at North Jofferson City 
and transferred free to the State cap- 
ital. Freight routed over that road for 
other points was also transported with- 
out cost. : 

This compelled the Missouri Pacific 
also to deliver and collect freight free 
and later the Chicago & Alton, which 
reaches Jefferson City only by bridge 
connection, began the same system. 
This system has been in vogue here 
for several years.and, so far as is 
known, has not been enjoyed by any 
other municipality in Missouri. The 
apprehension that the Legislature might 
enact a law compelling free delivery in 
other municipalities is responsible for 
the plan to discontinue it.

Chairman Hilles 
was empowered to appoint a subcommit- 
tee of three to recommend a successor 
te Mr. Avery. A majority of the State 
{Committee of California are supporters 
of Roosevelt and the choice of a Re- 
publican national committeeman could 
not be left to them. The subcommittee, 
Hilles announced, would confer with Re- 
publican leaders in California and re- 
port back to Hilles. 

The following subcommittee was ap- 
pointed by Hilles to consider the sit- 
uation in California: Samuel A. Per- 
kins, Washington; Ralph Williams, Ore- 
gon, and Representative Ralph W. Cam- 
eron, Arizona, all members of the Na- 
tional Committee. 

Hilles said that in New Jersey Borden 
B. Whiting, a Roosevelt follower, had 
notified the committee of his refusal to 
resign his membership. The committee 
chose Franklin Murphy, a former com- 
mitteeman, to succeed Whiting. 

In the cases of William Edwards of 
West Virginia, whose seat was declared 
vacant ‘“‘because of his disloyalty to the 
Republican party,’ and I. A. Casewell 
of Minnesota, who resigned, the com- 
mittee voted to ask the State commit- 
tees of West Virginia and Minnesota to 
recommend successors. E. C. Duncan 
was elected to succeed Richmond Pear- 
son of North Carolina.

TOKIO CROWDS PAY 
TRIBUTE TO NOGIS 
AT DOUBLE BURIAL 


Funeral for General and Wife 
Who Killed Themselves Held 
With Honors. 


By Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Sept. 18—The double funeral 
of Gen. Count Maresuke Nogi, supreme 
military councillor of Japan, and his 
wife, the Countess Nogi, who killed 
themselves the night of Sept. 13, just as 
the body of the late Emperor Mutsu- 
hito passed out of Tokio on its way to 
the imperial tomb at Monoyama, was 
held today with impressive ceremony, at 
Aoyama cemetery, in the presence of 
enormous crowds. 

The funeral cortege left the Nogi resi- 
dence in Akasaki, a Tokio suburb, at 3 
p. m. and passed through the streets of 
the capital. The body of Japan's great 
warrior was borne on a gun carriage, 
while the casket containing the body of 
the Countess was carried in a hearse. 
The pallbearers were chosen from the 
highest ranks of the Japanese army and 
navy. One regiment of infantry acted as 
a guard of honor. 

50,000 in the Procession, 

Representatives of the special foreign 
envoys who came to attend the funeral 
of the late Japanese monarch and the 
resident Ambassadors and Ministers 
participated in the procession which

He was represented, however, by Brig- 
adier-General John J. Pershing of the 
special embassy staff. Knox sent a 
magnificent wreath. 

The ritualistic ceremony at the great 
funeral hall was impressive and was 
attended by immense orderly crowds. 
All the foreign diplomats had seats 
within the temple. Charles Page Bryan, 
the American Ambassador, was attend- 
ed by Secretary Arthur Bailly-Blanch- 
ard and Lieutenant-Commander Lyman 
A. Cotton and Capt. Hubert L. Wig- 
more, respectively the naval and mili- 
tary attaches of the embassy. 

Wreaths From All Over World, 

Prince Arthur of Connaught personal- 
ly laid a floral tribute on the coffins. 
Many hundreds of wreaths were re- 
ceived from all parts of the world. Am- 
bassador Bryan sent two sacred trees,

Both the boys stepped into the ring 
showing plainly that they had trained 
hard for the bout, and on that score 
neither would have an excuse to offer. 

While King showed himself to be an 
exceptionally clever boxer and a good 
ring general, he was meeting his mas- 
ter and was losing on points up to the 
time of interference. King tried hard 
to send over a haymaker, but in doing 
s0 left himself open and suffered some 
hard knocks as a consequence. 


Falls From Force of His Own Blow. 

Once in the second round King’swung 
#0 hard that when the blow failed to 
land he sent himself sprawling to the 
floor on his hands and knees, but Tren- 
dall showed his coolness by stepping 
quickly away without an effort to coun- 
ter. 

While the milling between these boys 
was very brisk, no particular damage 
was done during the first three rounds 
except that a long, raking left swing 
by Trendall scalped the bridge of 
King’s nose; but he only laughed and 
congratulated Trendall when he felt the 
warm blood trickling slowly down from 
the abrasion. 

Beginning with the fourth round, 
Trendall let out a few wraps and twice 
sent heavy lefts to the chin that almost 
put King down, but when the round 
ended, King seemed but little the worse 
for wear, though Trendall was decided- 
ly the stronger. 

Then came the fifth round, and shortly 
after its beginning Treéendall shot a left 
and right squarely to the jaws and 
King went down. Quickly taking a po- 
sition on one Knee in a resting atti- 
tude, he listened to the count until nine 
was reached and then sprang nimbly 
to his feet for renewal of the battle. 
But at this juncture Sergt. Kennedy had 
reached the ringside and ordered that 
the bout be stopped. King crossed the 
ring and sald: 

‘Sergeant, I’m all right; he isn’t hurt- 
ing me. Please let it go on,”’ but the 
order had been given and the bout was 
stopped. So far as it had gone, Tren- 
dall had the better of it, and, of course, 
must be declared the winner. 

In my opinion, King was strong 
enough to continue when he arose, but 
how much longer he might have lasted, 
or whether the bout might have gone 
the limit, it is impossible to say. 

Trendall and King weighed in at 133 
pounds, and, so long as the bout lasted. 
furnished a clean, scientific exhibition 
of boxing.

FAILURE OF RUBE

WEEKE, ALREADY 
TWct DIVORGED 


Alleges His Associations and 


Neglect of Her Are Un- 
bearable. 


FORCED FROM HER HOME 


Politician Remarried to First 
Wife After She Obtained 
Separation. 


Henry Il. (Hank) Weeke, Republican 


City Committeeman, was sued for di- 


vorce Tuesday by his second wife, Nel- 
lie J. Weeke, who allsees that he fre- 
quently went home drunk and threat- 
ened to strike her, that he associated 
with women, going to roadhouses and 
ether objectionable places, and that he 


remained out until 2 or 3 o’clock In the 
morning. 

She further avers that he compelled 
her “‘to cook suppers for gamblers and 
persons of ill-repute in his gambling re- 
torts and so-called lid clubs until after 
midnight and to clean the dishes after 
they had gone.”’ 

Another allegation is that since the 
separation, Aug. 12, 1911, Weeke has re- 
fused to contribute to his wife's sup- 
port or that of her minor son by a for- 
mer marriags and that he even refused 
her carfare one night when she called 
at his place of business, compelling her 
and the child to go to Union Station, 
where they spent the night, as they 
could find no other place of shelter. 
She says he is worth $10,000. 

Weeke a-id his present wife were mar- 
ried May 22, 1997. He had been divorced 
in 19% from his first wife, Lizzie Weeke, 
alleging that her propensity for strong 
drink was the cause of their marital 
woe and that he practically was a 
bankrupt because of the way in which 
she had created scenes in his different 
places of business. 

In her crossbill Mrs. Weeke set forth 
that Weeke drank excessively, threat- 
ened her life and also threatened by his 
“political pull’’ to have her put in an in- 
sane asylum. 

Weeke and his first wife were mar- 
ried twice, the first time in 1882. She 
obtained a divorce from him in 1900 and 
they were remarried after a reconcilia- 
tion in 1902, separating the last time 
April 25, 1906.

worthless mining stocks, is seeking a 


parole. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney James C. 
Shaner, who prosecuted Donaldson, 
upon being informed by Mrs. Ridgly 


that Donaldson’ s friends were circulat- 
ing a petition in his behalf, declared he 
will do everything in his power to pre- 
vent Donaldson’s release before the sen- 
tence of three years is completed. 

“Of all the criminals I have ever met 
I found that minister to be the worst 
scoundrel,” said Shaner. “He was the 
lowest type of hypocrite and played the 
game of deceit to the very end. He 
fought the State until he had exhausted 
every technicality, and when he found 
he was beaten he surrendered at the 
gates of the penitentiary in a sancti- 
monious manner, hoping to curry favor 
while in prison.”’ 

Was a West End Deacon. 

Donaldson, who was a deacon in one 
of the West End Methodist churches, 
went to Assumption, Ill, about five 
years ago and interested Downs, one 
of the wealthiest citizens there, in min- 
ing stocks. He sold Downs a block of 
stock in the Mississippi. Iren-Ore Ceo. 
and later formed a new company to 
take over the holdings of the Mississippi 
and induced Downs to invest in the sec- 
ond enterprise. He was forming a 
third company and trying to get Downs 
to put up more cash when the latter 
had him arrested. 

While at Assumption, Donaldson, who 
has a wife and family, posed as a single 
man and made love to Downs’ daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Orah D. Ridgly, a widow. He 
wrote her endearing letters, signing 
them ‘‘Butter,’’ and proposed marriage 
to her, according to testimony at his 
trial. He also induced her to invest 
money in his schemes and gained the 
confidence of her father by pretending 
to be a prospective son-in-law. He 
opened meetings of the stockholders of 
his various companies with prayer and 
became a leader in church affairs at As- 
sumption.

SUITS STEEL TRUST 


Federal Commission Would Let 
Perkins and Gary Control La- 
bor Market, He Says. 


By Asoctated Press. 
MINNBAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 18.— 


How the United States Steel Corpora- 


tion incidentally would benefit by the 
plank in the third party platform pro- 
posing regulation of trusts by a Federal 
commission was discussed by Gov. 
Woodrow Wilson in his speeches as he 
passed from Sioux City, Io., to. Min- 
reapolis and St. Paul today. It was at 
Sioux Falls, S. D., that the Democratic 
nominee first drew attention to the 
origin of the third party plank for 
handling the trust problem. 

“Where was the method now proposed 
of regulating the trusts suggested.” 
asked the Governor. “It was, suggested 
in the inquiry by the House of Repre- 
sentatives into the Steel Trust and it 
was suggested by Mr. Gary and Mr. 
George W. Perkins. They have thought 
this thing out. 

“T am not interested to question their 
motives. It may be, for all I know, that 
they think and honestly think that that 
is the way to safeguard the business of 


\this country. But whatever they think, 


this they know, that it will save the 
United States Ste2l Corporation from 
the necessity of doing its business bet- 
ter than its competitors. 

“For, if you will look into the sta- 
tistics of the business of the United 
States Steel Corporation, you will find 
that wherever it has competitors, the 
amount of the product which it con- 
trols is decreasing, not increasing; in 
other words, that it is less efficient than 
its competitors and its control of the 
product is increasing only in those 
branches of the business where by pur- 
chase and otherwise it has a practical 
monopoly.

We are told by one of the heads of the North 
American Co. that the United Railways will not 
extend its lines to supply needed service because 
this city refused to grant the company a blanket 
franchise for another 50 years and thus pre- 
vented it from refinancing its water-logged se- 
curities. Although it earns about 12 per cent 
gross on $100,000,000 of stocks and bonds, three- 
fourths of which is water, it has no money to 
give St. Louis the facilities it needs, nor to pay 
dividends, nor even to pay its debts to the city. 

We are told also that the company is not worry- 
ing about the lapsing of old franchises because it 
does not fear competition—no other company 
will dare compete with it. 

The long and short of this statement is an 
insolent notice to St. Louisans that they are in 
the power of the North American Co., which 
owns the United Railways. If the city does not 
give the corporation what it wants, the corpora- 
tion will not give the city the service it needs. 
We must take what the corporation pleases to 
give until we submit to all the corporation’s de- 
mands. 

This is a timely reminder that the kind of 
home rule St. Louis must have is full power to 
deal with its public utility corporations. We 
must have the power to control, own and oper- 
ate public utilities. Getting the power and using 
it to control our public maevics is the first duty 
of St. Louisans.

James Campbell, president of the North Amer- 
ican Co. and failroad magnate, Democrat and Re- 
publican, says he will vote for President Taft be- 
cause Gov.

great success as the chief executive officer of one 
of the leading universities of the country, nor 
that his administration as Governor of New Jer- 
sey has been an extraordinary success—s0 ¢6x- 
traordinary that it has won the confidence and 
admiration not only of the people of New Jersey 
who have been the immediate beneficiaries, but 
of millions of Americans outside of New Jersey 
who have watched his conduct and studied his 
record. That Gov. Wilson has a scientific knowl- 
edge of what a government ought to be and 
what it ought to do gives his governmental 
achievements the fata] taint of the academy.

Perhaps this is the real reason Mr. Campbell 
prefers Mr. Taft. He knows he will do nothing 
te disturb the robber tariff or to injure any big 
interest in partnership with the Republican or- 
granization, unless he is told to do it by his 
bosses and he never will be told to do snycunee 
of that kind. 

Perhaps Mr. Campbell dislikes Gov. Wilson be-

Why Senator Krone, s Progressive Republican, 
Will Vote for Wilson. 


Mr. A. L. Bowen, Chairman Speakers’ Committee, Re- 
publican City Central Committee, St. Louls, Me. 
Dear Sir—Your letter of the eleventh inst. say- 

ing that I had always “heretofore responded will- 

ingly to every call to address the voters of this 
city on the issues before the people,” and asking 
me to now do so again, has been duly received. 

I regret that I cannot comply. I am not a Demo- 

crat. I count myself a Progressive Republican. 

But I distinguish between a real progressive and 

@ reactionary masquerading tn that garb, I am 

net a misguided follower of that Benedict Arnold 

of Progressive Republicanism, commonly known 
as Theodore Roosevelt. I shall cast my vote in 

November for Woodrow Wilson. 

Senator Krone points out that the Republican 

party was organized to abolish slavery. He con- 

tinues: 

But in history the execution of one task leads 
on to others, not originally contemplated, and yet 
necessary to the complete performance of the 
first. As the movement in the North clearly 
foreboded the ultimate abolition of slavery, the 
Seuth was thoroughly aroused. The Democratic 
party of that day was like the Republican party 
of today. It represented the gréat private in- 
terests of a slave-holding oligarchy. Its leaders, 
John C. Calhoun and later on Jefferson C. Davis, 
had found a “principle” In the doctrine of states’ 
rights, which was really a mere legal theory, de- 
signed to protect the great slave interests against 
I*ederal interference. Hence, after the Dred Scott 
decision, the assault on Sumner, the Pottowatta- 
mie massacre and John Brown’s raid, it was clear 
that events were rapidly drifting into war. 

Then came the election of Abraham Lincoln, 
followed by the firing on Fort Sumter. The move- 
ment to abolish slavery had now grown into «a 
struggle to preserve the Union. The original 
purpose involved this further task which had not 
generally or clearly been foreseen. But the 
preservation of the Union again forced on the 
conduct of a great war. This, of course, meant 
enormous expenditures for armies, to which the 
resources = the Jyetrernment were wholly inade- 
quate. Hence, still further uncontemplated con- 
sequences arose. Measures were needed to supply 
the sinews of war, and these measures raised fur- 
ther issues. An internal revenue act was passed 
in 1862; paper money and ‘bonds were issued 
throughout the Civil War; a tariff was set up, 
distinctly on the protective principle, and not for 
revenue only, though revenue was its avowed 
end. An extensive tariff act was passed in 1862, 
but the real foundation of every tariff since 
enacted was laid by the tariff law of 1864, after 
the war had closed.’ The tariff in those days was 
justified largely on the ground that the revenues 
were indispensable and partly on the ground that 
the stricken manufacturer was compelled to pay 
the internal revenue taxes just imposed upon him, 
and should be compensated by a protdctive tariff 
which would enable him to raise his prices and 
thus shift his contribution onto the consumer. 
There was certainly a tender feeling for the man- 
ufacturer, while the consumer not only shed his 
blood for his country, but indirectly paid the 
whole cost of the war. For the manufacturer was 
really not compelled to shed his money. He grew 
richer every day. 

The act of 1864 raised the average of duties 
from 37.2 to 47.06 per cent. And this last most 
comprehensive measure was hurried through the 
House of Representatives and the Senate prac- 
tically without debate, all told. in five days only. 
The net was cast broadly and ruthlessly to catch 
the farmer and workingman, the suffering con- 
Sumer. There was not the least endeavor to 
secure “a scientific construction of schedules,” 
And now President Taft tells us that the reduc- 
tion of plainly outrageous duties requires s0 
much “expert testimony,” se much “scientific ac- 
curacy,” so much “tariff commission” and _  s0 
many vetoes that escape under his guidance is 
clearly impossible. Why so much “science?” It 
is now a quarter of a century since every excuse 
for high protective tariffs has passed away, sav- 
ing a few, though important industries. But the 
tall duties are still there to shield monopoly 
while avarice feeds on the people. The iniquity 
of it all was denounced by Gustavus A. Finkeln- 
burg as early as 1874. The historian Macaulay 
scunded a true note when he said that 
the law of gravitation would soon be disproved 
if a strong enough financial fnterest required it. 

But we lose the thread. The movement to re- 
strict and abolish slavery led to war; the war led 
t» paper money, which raised the currency ques- 
ticn, and to the tariff, which led to protection in 
its modern form. When the war closed, the prob- 
lem of the reconstruction of the Southern States 
naturally fell to the Republican party. Now, the 
reconstruction problem was settled about 1878, 
when President Hayes withdrew the Federal 
troops from the South and «hen later the Federal 
election law was repealed. The carpet baggers 
left and the people returned to more than their 
old allegiance. The abolition of slavery had been 
partly accomplished by the emancipation procla- 
mation of 1863, and was completed by the four- 
teenth and fifteenth amendments, The prime 
purpose of Republicanism was thus fulfilled, The 
solution of the paper money question was begun 
in 1879 with the resumption of Specie payments 
and was finally settled in 1896, when Mr. Bryan 
rightly went down to defeat with free silver, The 
public debt has ceased to be a problem. We be- 
lieve it rather useful to keep In debt as a nation. 
The internal revenue system has long since been 
shorn of its unjust discriminations and is now 
recognized as a fairly satisfactory means of se- 
curing a revenue. The slavery issue which gave 
the Republican party birth, therefore, and every 
succeeding issue but one, which grew out of the 
performance of its original task, has been set- 
tied. There is no more grist for the mill. 
Cthello’s occupation is gone. For the “tariff 
issue” alone remains, and on this, I believe the 
Republican party radically wrong. Nor can that 
issue alone sustain a party. I am a protectionist 
on principle, but my principles call for a tariff 
designed for the general good, not for one framed 
up by a huge conspiracy of manufacturers and 
politicians to feed on the people at large. You 
cannot go on forever swapping tariff bills for 
campaign funds. Whenever a tariff is so con- 
structed that it means legalized grand larceny, 
my Republicanism calls for the protection of the 
nation against any such perversion, 

But I hear someone say: “Your argument 
amounts to nothing. You say all of these prob- 
lems are solved and that the Republican party is 
now out of work, and therefore dead. Why can 
it not take up new work? Does not its very rec- 
ord of achievement prove its capacity for further 
labors? Why not adopt new principles? It is « 
mere German vagary, @ bit of cant, a profound 
and sonorous nothing to say that the Republican 
party has accomplished its “historical mission” 
end is therefore dead. Go to with your pretended 
history and philosophy.” 

That looks, sir, like a strong answer. But per- 
mit me to show its falsity. Let us put it in the 
practical American way. A political party is com- 
posed of three elements: Its officeholders, called 
the politicians; its parasites, known as the “spe- 
cial interests,” and its plain people. The politi- 
¢ and the parasites are in a more or less 

stant combination for gain, though in the 
early history of the party, men of principle are 
usually chosen to office and the parasites are 
few. But as things go along. the politicians, tn 
order to hold their salaries, with perhaps «a littie 
blackmail, unite with the parasites who desire to 
retain or secure legislation giving them a lawful 
mode of fleecing their fellow citizens. This is 
peculiarity true when a party has been long in 
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to it as the “winner.” So in every party there | 
grows up in time a set of parasites, organized 
groups of merchants and manufacturers, who see 
their way to profit along the lines of the public 
measures advocated by that party, and a perma- 
nent alliance is soon formed with the official 
world of that party. In fact, the parasites finally 
try to seize great offices for themselves in order 
to be sure to control the party. Witness our 
Senate. So, when the old policies of a party are 
played out, the parasites will not let the politi- 
clans adopt new ones to win with, because new 
pelicies interfere with the special interests of the 
parasites. The parasites will not supply the cam- 
paign funds which the politicians need for any 
such purpose. The Democratic masses, in 1860, if 
let alone, might have followed the principles of 
American liberty, but the slave power would not 
suffer them to change the Democratic party’s 
pesition. Just so the protected industries would 
certainly not permit the old Republican panty to 
reduce the tariff, though it might win by doing 
so. What have they been paying for, do you 
think? Poor Mr. Taft has been trying to progress 
fist enough to catch the votes of the people and 
slow enough to keep the parasites’ campaign 
fund. He is the Louis XVI of the Republican 
party. 

Now the plain people support their party, be- 
cause they think it represents the general good. 
They have no other interest in it. As soon, there- 
fcre, as they learn that it no longer stands for 
principles, and as soon as they can overcome their 
babits of affection and partisan prejudice, they 
forsake their party to join its opponent or to form 
a new party. This, roughly described, is the fun- 
damental cause of the distraction and confusion 
in the Republican party at this time. Its hour 
of death has come. Its organization is complete- 
ly in the hands of the politicians and parasites. 
who cling to the old machine with President Taft. 
It is a conspiracy throughout between office- 
holders and crooked business. The people are 
leaving the party everywhere. Some will follow 
“Col.” Roosevelt, the pretender; some will stay at 
heme on election day, and some will vote for 
Woodrow Wilson, and wait for the advent of the 
day when men like Senators La Follette, Cum- 
mins, Borah and others yet to arise, will lead @ 
truly progressive party, to grapple with the 
economic problems of the nation. 

At this time the election of Woodrow Wilson 
seems to me to be necessary to our free and 
peaceful development as a nation. The settle- 
ment of the tariff question is for him and his 
party for the next four years. After that, who 
knows? I shall vote for him. As to State and 
local officers, I retain my liberty of action. I 
certainly will make no speeches for the “regular” 
Republican party. I certainly will not vote for 
William Dee Becker for Judge of the Court of 
Appeals, but for Mr. W. H. Allen,’ his Demo- 
cratic opponent; nor shall I vote for Howard 
Sidener for Circuit Attorney, but for Thomas B.

FALL FASHIONS 


N the fall garments that are nowy 
being displayed it is strikingly ap- 
parent how strongly present fash- 

ions are being influenced by the French 

historical periods. 

The pleated flounces, the. draperies 
and the panniers show the influence 
of the Louis XV and Louis XVI styles. 
The long sleeves, with their hand frills, 
are another adaptation from those his- 
torical times. 

During the past seasons the Directoire 
period has furnished us with the frills 
and other fancies as worn by the wom- 
en of those days, but the present Di- 
rectoire influence is derived directly 
from the costumes of the men of thar 
period, and we have the Robespierre 
collar, the vests, the revers, the cut- 
away effects and the sashes. 

The Robespierre collar is so familiar 
that it requires no description. The 
new fall waists indicate that this collar, 
with ite many modifications, will be 4 
strong vogue throughout the winter. 

The vest is a strong Directoire fea- 
ture that is introduced in many of the 
new costumes. There are many varia- 
tions of the vest. Sometimes it is 
shown only in the upper part of the 
jacket, and is joined to the Robespierre 
collar. Then again it appears only be- 
low the bust line, and often it extends 
the full length of the coat. Separate 
vests are being shown which make it 
possible to wear different colored vests 
with the same costume,/ The favorite 
yr aterials for these ves* are satin, vel- 

, \pestry and bro- 
fabrics for this 
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Purpose are also being shown. High- 
class garments have Oriental embroid- 
eries in silks and woolens, with a touch 
of tinsel. 

Vests are also a prominent feature in 
the new waists. The narrow vests are 
made of white satin or lace ani 
trimmed with crystal, rhinestone or horn 
buttons. In the lingerie waists, the 
vests are tucked and trimmed with 
pear! buttons and finished off with frills 
of lace. 


Cutaway effects were introduced last 
year and have gained in favor as the 
seasons advanced, unth now most of 
the sults show the jacket cutaway in 
some form.
